I HAVE BEEN CAREFULLY LISTENING TO THE PROS AND CONS FOR A NO CODE 
AMATEUR RADIO LICENSE. SO FAR, I HAVE NOT HEAR.) ONE VALID ARGUMENT TO 
DROP THE CODE REQUIREMENTS. YOU TOO HAVE PROBABLY HEARD ALL THESE STATE- 
MENTS. I THINK ITS OLD FASHIONED, I DON'T USE IT, ALL I WANT IS 2 METER 
CAPABILITIES TO TALK TO M¥ FRIENDS AND FAMILY WHILE I COMMUTE TO WORK. 

I WANT THE ABILITY TO MAKE, MOSTLY UNNECESSARY TELEPHONE CALLS FROM MY 
CAR. YOU WILL NOTICE THAT "I" NOT "WE" IS THE DOMINANT THEME IN THESE 
STATEMENTS. A REFLECTION, I THINK, OF THE TIMES. THE "ME" FIRST GENERATION 
IS SPILLING OVER INTO AMATEUR RADIO. 

IF YOU WILL READ AGAIN WITH ME, THE BASIS AND PURPOSE OF THE RULES 
AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING AMATEUR RADIO. (A) RECOGNITION AND ENHANCEMENT 
OF THE VALUE OF THE AMATEUR SERVICE TO THE PUBLIC AS A VOLUNTARY NON- 
COMMERCIAL COMMUNICATION SERVICE, PARTICULARLY WITH RESPECT TO PROVIDING 
EMERGENCY COMMUNICATIONS. (B) CONTINUATION AND EXTENSION OF THE AMATEURS 
PROVEN ABILITY TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE ADVANCEMENT OF THE RADIO ART. (C) 
ENCOURAGEMENT AND IMPROVEMENT OF THE AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE THROUGH RULES 
WHICH PROVIDE FOR ADVANCING SKILLS IN BOTH THE COMMUNICATION AND TECH- 
NICAL PHASES OF THE ART. (J) EXPANSION OF THE EXISTING RESERVOIR WITHIN 
THE AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE OF TRAINED OPERATORS, TECHNICIANS, AND ELECTRONIC 
EXPERTS. (E) CONTINUATION AND EXTENSION OF THE AMATEUR'S UNIQUE ABILITY 
TO ENHANCE INTERNATIONAL GOOD WILL. 

NO PLACE IN THIS PREAMBLE TO PART 97 DOES IT STATE THAT THIS IS A 
RIGHT OF ALL PEOPLE TO BE RADIO OPERATORS BUT IT DOES STATE THAT IT IS 
A PRIVILEGE THAT MUST BE EARNED BY DISCIPLINED STUDY. 

DISCIPLINE, IN MY OPINION, IS THE KEY WORD. WE MUST SHOW THE REGISTRY 
THAT WE KNOW HOW TO OPERATE A MOTOR VEHICLE, NOT JUST TAKE A WRITTEN TEST. 
JOCTORS, NURSES, PLUMBERS, ELECTRICIANS, BARBERS ETC. DO NOT JUST TAKE 
WRITTEN EXAMS, THEY MUST ALSO PROVE THEIR PRACTICAL KNOWLEDGE OF THEIR 
CHOSEN FIELD OF ENDEAVOR. THEY ACHIEVE THEIR RIGHT TO A LICENSE BY 
DISCIPLINED STUDY. 

THE PEOPLE WHO ARE SCREAMING FOR NO CODE LICENSES ARE IN MY OPINION, 
LIKE CHILDREN WHO WON'T EAT THE FOOD THAT IS GOOD FOR THEIR GROWTH BUT 
PREFER ICE CREAM, CANDY, PASTRY ETC. THEY SCREAM, YELL AND POUND THE 
TABLE UNTIL THEIR PARENTS FOOLISHLY GIVE IN AND LET THEM EAT CAKE. WOULD

BOB DAY WB1FXR IS SITTING AT HIS DESK ANSWERING A LETTER FROM HIS INSUR- 
ANCE COMPANY. 

I AM WRITTING IN RESPONSE TO YOUR REQUEST FOR ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 
FOR BLOCK NUMBER THREE OF THE ACCIDENT REPORTING FORM. I PUT “POOR PLANNING"

I AM AN AMATEUR OPERATOR AND ON THE DAY OF THE ACCIDENT, I WAS 
WORKING ALONE ON THE TOP SECTION OF MY NEW 80 FOOT TOWER. WHEN I HAD 
COMPLETED MY WORK, I FISCOVERED THAT I HAD, OVER THE COURSE OF SEVERAL 
TRIPS UP THE TOWER, BROUGHT UP ABOUT 300 POUNDS OF TOOLS AND SPARE 
HARIWARE. RATHER THAN CARRY THE NOW UN-NEEDED TOOLS AND MATERIAL DOWN 
BY HAND, I DECITED TO LOWER THE ITEMS DOWN IN A SMALL BARREL BY USING 
A PULLEY, WHICH FORTUNATELY WAS ATTACHED TO THE GIN POLE AT THE TOP OF 
THE TOWER. 

SECURING THE ROPE AT GROUND LEVEL, I WENT TO THE TOP OF THE TOWER 
AND LOADING THE TOOLS AND MATERIAL INTO THE BARREL. THEN I WENT BACK TO 
THE GROUND AND UNTIED THE ROPE, HOLDING IT TIGHTLY TO INSURE A SLOW DE-

THE ACCIDENT REPORTING FORM, THAT I WEIGH ONLY 165 POUNDS. 

DUE TO MY SUPRISE OF BEING JERKED OFF THE GROUND SO SUDDENLY, I 
LOST MY PRESENCE OF MIND AND FORGOT TO LET GO OF THE ROPE. NEEDLESS TO 
SAY, I PROCEEDED AT A RATHER RAPID RATE OF SPEED UP THE SIDE OF THE 
TOWER. IN THE VICINITY OF THE 40 FOOT LEVEL, I MET THE BARREL COMING 
DOWN. THIS EXPLAINS MY FRACTURED SKULL AND BROKEN COLLARBONE. SLOWED 
ONLY SLIGHTLY, I CONTINUED MY RAPID ASCENT, NOT STOPPING UNTIL THE FIN- 
GERS OF MY RIGHT HAND WERE TWO KNUCKLES DEEP INTO THE PULLEY. 

FORTUNATELY, BY THIS TIME, I HAD REGAINED MY PRESENCE OF MIND AND
